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FOREWORD 

By  GEORGE  HOROWITZ 


IN  1929  a  little  blue  book,  Directory  of  the  Horowitz-Margareten 
Family,  was  compiled  and  printed.  Copies  of  that  Directory  were  given 
as  gifts  both  to  the  New  York  Public  Library  and  to  the  Jewish  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  of  America.  They  were  accepted  with  genuine  apprecia¬ 
tion,  because  geneological  information  and  family  histories  are  considered 
a  very  important  part  of  their  records  by  both  of  these  great  institutions. 

During  the  last  two  decades  the  family  has  increased  and  multiplied. 
For  at  least  the  past  ten  years  there  has  been  a  strong  and  insistent  demand 
for  a  new  edition. 

The  work  of  compiling  this  new  edition  was  done  for  the  most  part 
by  the  author  of  the  first  little  book,  Dr.  Joel  Margaretten,  who  is  now  a 
busy  and  active  dentist  in  Los  Angeles.  He  devoted  many  hours  and  a  great 
deal  of  arduous  labor  in  preparing  the  draft  of  this  new  edition,  after  which 
he  sent  it  to  New  York  to  be  completed  by  a  committee,  whose  names 
appear  with  his  on  the  title  page.  The  publication  is  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Horowitz-Margareten  Family  Association,  and  the  expense  of  publica¬ 
tion  is  borne  by  contributions  from  individual  members. 

The  book  consists  of  three  parts: 

1.  A  historical  sketch,  which  is  a  revision  of  the  introductory  material 
in  the  early  edition,  enriched  by  new  matter  describing  the  events  of  the 
past  20  years. 

2.  Geneological  charts  showing  the  ancestry  of  the  Horowitz  and 
Margareten  families  and  tabulating  their  descendants  up  to  the  present  time, 
and  giving  each  a  code  number. 

3.  An  alphabetical  index  of  all  the  persons  mentioned  in  these  charts 
with  their  code  numbers,  giving  the  essential  facts  about  each  as  far  as 
known,  including  date  of  birth,  residence,  occupation,  etc. 

There  is  also  a  separate  index  of  photographs. 

Explanation  of  Code  Numbers 

In  order  to  distinguish  and  identify  each  individual,  and  especially 
because  there  are  many  relatives  who  have  identical  names,  a  system  of 
code  numbers  is  used.  The  numbers  begin  with  an  "H”  for  Horowitz  or 
an  "M”  for  Margareten,  to  indicate  that  the  particular  person  mentioned 
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is  of  the  Horowitz  or  Margareten  branch  respectively.  The  code  number 
follows  the  name  of  each  descendant. 

These  code  numbers  are  not  serial  numbers.  Each  digit  in  the  number 
indicates  a  generation.  For  example,  if  there  are  seven  digits  in  a  number 
after  a  person’s  name,  it  means  that  he  is  the  seventh  generation  from 
Isaac  Horowitz  or  Rabbi  Isaac  Zvie  Margaretten,  as  the  case  may  be.  And 
each  digit  indicates  the  numerical  order  of  the  person  referred  to  by  that 
digit  in  his  own  immediate  family.  For  instance,  David  Brenner  has  the 
number  Hi  13731.  The  number  is  read  backwards.  That  means  that  he  is 
the  first  child  of  the  third  child  of  the  seventh  child  of  the  third  child  of 
the  first  child  of  Issac  Horowitz,  whose  number  is  Hi.  This  can  be  easily 
traced  back  on  the  charts  and  is  the  same  as  saying  that  David  is  the  son 
Grace,  the  daughter  of  Jacob,  the  son  of  Joseph,  the  son  of  Ferenz,  the 
son  of  Isaac. 

The  Index-Directory  refers  to  chart  numbers.  In  the  case  illustrated 
it  refers  to  Chart  No.  4,  where  David  Brenner’s  place  as  a  descendant  of 
Joseph  and  Amelia  Horowitz  can  be  seen  at  a  glance. 

In  cases  where  one  had  more  than  nine  children,  the  tenth  child  is 
indicated  by  the  number  ten  in  parenthesis  (10)  in  the  code  number,  to 
indicate  a  tenth  child.  Or  (11)  for  the  eleventh  child,  and  so  on. 

The  exact  geneological  position  of  each  individual  can  easily  be  found 
in  these  charts.  There  is  a  separate  chart,  headed  by  photographs  where 
obtainable,  for  each  of  the  grandchildren  of  Isaac  Horowitz  and  for  each 
of  the  grandchildren  of  Rabbi  Isaac  Zvie  Margaretten,  so  that  everyone  with 
three  digits  after  his  or  her  name  has  a  separate  chart  showing  his  or  her 
descendants.  Most  of  you  therefore  have  here  photographs  of  your  imme¬ 
diate  ancestors. 

Some  of  the  photographs  look  bad  and  indistinct  because  they  were 
copied  from  faded  originals,  in  some  cases  50  to  75  years  old,  so  we  could 
not  expect  a  good  job  now  from  a  mechanical  standpoint. 

There  are  also  many  individual  and  group  photographs  of  descend¬ 
ants  in  connection  with  each  chart. 

Corrections  From  Time  to  Time 

It  is  planned  to  keep  the  Directory  up-to-date  by  announcing  cor¬ 
rections,  changes  and  additions  from  time  to  time  in  our  monthly  Journal. 
Be  sure  to  report  promptly  details  of  births  or  marriages  or  changes  of 
address.  These  will  be  published  in  the  Family  Journal,  so  that  each  one 
can  make  the  necessary  corrections  in  his  or  her  copy  of  this  Directory.

There  are  a  number  of  blank  pages  provided  in  this  book.  This  is  for 
your  convenience  to  make  corrections  and  additions,  to  paste  in  photo¬ 
graphs  of  your  immediate  family  and  also  to  record  important  events  or 
dates  in  your  career  or  in  the  experience  of  your  family.  That  will  serve 
to  make  this  Directory  a  more  intimate  record  for  you. 

Explanation  of  Index  and  Other  Information 

In  the  Index-Directory,  where  the  occupation  is  given,  it  follows 
the  name  of  the  individual.  Where  the  wife  is  also  employed,  her  occupa¬ 
tion  follows  her  name. 

Where  only  one  address  is  given  it  means  the  home  address.  Where 
there  are  separate  business  and  home  addresses,  the  home  address  follows 
the  name,  and  the  business  address  follows  the  statement  of  occupation. 

In  the  case  of  school  children,  only  their  names,  code  numbers  and 
dates  of  birth  is  given. 

Where  no  address  or  occupation  or  other  data  is  given  it  is  because 
that  information  was  not  available  when  this  Directory  was  assembled. 

The  letter  "b.”  means  born;  "m.”  married;  "d.”  died. 

An  asterisk  before  a  name  means  an  inter-marriage  within  the 
family. 

In  every  case  the  male  line  is  followed  in  naming  the  family  and  the 
descendants.  Where  there  was  an  inter-marriage,  the  descendants  are  listed 
in  the  husband’s  chart  only.  In  cases  where  a  woman  married  twice,  she 
is  designated  in  the  index  under  her  second  marriage  name,  unless  we  arc 
informed  that  she  customarily  used  her  first  married  name  only. 

Each  one’s  name  appears  only  once,  under  the  final  name  that  he  or 
she  is  or  was  using.  Married  women  are  listed  only  under  their  married 
names.  Others  who  have  changed  their  name  by  court  order  or  otherwise, 
whether  male  or  female,  are  indexed  under  their  changed  names  only.  But 
notations  of  such  changes  of  name  appear  in  the  various  charts.  By  tracing 
the  code  number  to  the  proper  chart,  each  one’s  geneological  position  can 
be  readily  ascertained. 
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HISTORICAL  NOTE 

By  RABBI  EDWARD  HOROWITZ  and 
DR.  JOEL  MARGARETTEN 


IT  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  give  a  detailed  history  of  the  entire  Horo¬ 
witz  family.  The  living  descendants  of  Isaiah  Halevi  of  the  City  of 
Prague  who  first  took  the  name  of  Ish  Horowitz,  "man  from  Horowitz,” 
a  city  in  Bohemia,  must  truly  number  at  least  a  hundred  thousand.  Ency¬ 
clopedias,  both  general  and  specifically  Jewish,  give  many  articles  on  out¬ 
standing  members  of  the  family.  We  will  confine  ourselves  largely  to  the 
descendants  of  Isaac  Horowitz,  who  was  called  by  his  fellow  Jews,  Yitz- 
chak  Morenu,  which  means  our  master  and  teacher  Isaac. 

He  was  born  about  1797.  We  don’t  know  exactly  the  year  of  his  birth. 
We  do  know  that  his  son,  Ferenz,  was  born  in  1818.  It  is  a  little  startling 
to  realize  that  one’s  own  great-grandfather  was  born  when  George  Wash¬ 
ington  was  still  president  of  the  United  States. 

A  few  words  about  his  immediate  ancestors. 

Isaac  Horowitz  himself  was  the  son  of  Jacob  Horowitz,  who  migrated 
to  Hungary  from  Poland  about  the  year  1775.  Jacob  did  this  to  save  his 
life.  In  a  forest  where  he  was  held  upT  he  induced  the  bandit  to  have  a 
friendly  drink,  and  then  smashed  the  bottle  directly  into  the  face  of  the 
bandit.  He  escaped  but  quickly  found  out  that  this  man’s  face  he  had 
marred  was  a  great  bandit  chief  whose  power  and  authority  were  unchal¬ 
lenged  in  that  province,  and  that  his  life  would  be  worth  nothing  if  he 
stayed  in  Poland.  This  Jacob  Horowitz  was  the  son  of  Schmelke  Horowitz, 
a  famous  rabbi  in  the  City  of  Nikolsburg,  whose  great  and  saintly  life  is 
described  in  detail  in  the  Jewish  Encyclopedia- 

One  of  the  most  beautiful  autobiographies  and  family  histories  ever 
written  is  the  "Sefer  Hamishpocha”  or  "History  of  the  Margareten  Family” 
written  by  Rabbi  Joel  Margareten  of  Erlau.  It  is  from  this  book,  trans¬ 
lated  into  English  in  1941  by  Rabbi  Joel’s  grandson,  David  Margareten, 
that  I  frequently  quote.  We  must  not  forget  that  Rabbi  Joel  was  born 
in  1837  and  in  his  boyhood  and  youth  he  was  intimate  with  the  founders 
of  our  family.  This  is  what  he  writes  about  Isaac  Horowitz. 

"This  man,  Reb  Isaac  Horowitz,  generally  known  as  Reb  Isaac 
Morenu  .  .  .  was  the  father  of  my  father-in-law,  Ferenz  Horowitz  a  Levite. 
The  distinction  of  such  a  title  as  Morenu  is  certainly  evidence  of  his  great 


learning  and  piety.  It  must  be  remembered  that  those  days  developed  many 
scholars,  yet  even  among  them  he  was  highly  placed. 

"His  was  a  name  to  conjure  with.  He  had  married  Blume  Chaja 
(Julia),  the  daughter  of  Reb  Ezrael  Schwartz,  a  resident  of  Abraham,  in 
Hungary,  whose  large  family  was  entwined  into  a  great  many  families  of 
the  section. 

"He  was  a  man  who  had  considerable  traffic  with  his  fellow  beings. 
Whether  at  funerals  or  at  weddings,  his  was  always  the  foremost  person¬ 
ality.  He  had  the  ability  to  lighten  the  burden  of  the  mourners,  to  enhance 
the  happiness  of  the  joyful. 

"He  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  with  Ferenz,  my  father-in-law,  in  the 
study  of  the  "Magen  Avraham”  and  was  a  great  student  and  lover  of  the 
Hebrew  language.  In  his  later  years  he  moved  to  Abadszalok,  where  he 
carried  on  a  grocery  business,  and  there  rest  his  bones.  He  was  only  43 
years  old  when  he  died.” 

It  is  from  this  Isaac  Horowitz,  born  about  1797  and  died  about  1845 
that  practically  all  the  members  of  the  present  Horowitz-Margareten  Fam¬ 
ily  Association  are  directly  descended.  The  great  simple  basic  fact  to  bear 
in  mind  is  that  Isaac  Horowitz  had  three  sons  and  two  daughters.  Almost 
all  members  of  the  Association  can  point  to  Isaac  Horowitz  as  their  great¬ 
grandfather,  or  as  the  case  may  be,  their  great-great-grandfather.  The  lines 
of  descent  are  simple  and  clear. 

Isaac  Horowitz  had  three  sons  and  two  daughters. 

Ferenz,  in  Hebrew  Nathan  Zwi.  In  the  Directory  he  is  numbered  HII. 

Jacob,  in  Hebrew  Yaakov.  In  the  Directory  he  is  numbered  Hi 2. 

Abraham.  In  the  Directory  he  is  numbered  Hi 3. 

Gellah.  In  the  Directory  she  is  numbered  Hi 4. 

Hannah.  In  the  Directory  she  is  numbered  Hi  5. 

A  very  striking  and  dramatic  fact  is  that  the  two  Horowitz  brothers, 
Ferenz  and  Jacob,  married  sisters.  Ferenz,  the  older  brother,  married 
Miriam,  the  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Brunner  of  Dorogma. 
Miriam’s  younger  sister  Mirel  Chaje  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  at  her  older 
sister’s  home  helping  out  with  the  children,  and  it  was  there  that  Jacob, 
Ferenz’s  younger  brother,  met  her. 

There  is  an  interesting  story  told  of  their  romance.  While  visiting  the 
Brunners,  he  found  Mirel  Chaje,  who  was  then  about  16  years  of  age, 
holding  the  baby  of  the  third  Brunner  sister.  Jacob  leaned  over  and  pre¬ 
tended  to  kiss  the  baby,  but  kissed  Mirel  Chaje  instead.  And  so  the 
romance  started.  In  due  course  they  were  married  (in  1848)  and  the  net 
result  is  that  at  the  time  of  this  writing  their  living  descendants  included 
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in  this  book  number  342,  not  to  speak  of  the  many  that  have  passed  away 
since  their  marriage  over  a  century  ago. 

Ferenz  and  Miriam  Horowitz’s  oldest  daughter  was  Julia.  She  was 
named  for  her  grandmother,  Julia  Schwartz  Horowitz.  She  was  a  beautiful 
and  pious  girl.  When  she  was  1 8  years  old  she  was  suggested  to  Rabbi  Joel 
as  a  suitable  wife.  The  shadchan  told  him  that  she  would  be  present  at  a 
wedding  in  Dorogma;  it  would  be  an  excellent  opportunity  to  see  her. 

It  was  love  at  first  sight.  He  writes,  "I  attended  the  wedding,  saw 
the  girl,  and  in  the  deep  recesses  of  my  heart  was  already  calling  her  my 
own.  The  course  of  true  love  took  a  straight  path.”  The  wedding  took  place 
a  few  months  later,  and  there  were  intertwined  for  the  first  time  the 
fortune  and  destiny  of  the  Horowitz  and  Margareten  families. 

From  his  marriage  were  born  successively  Ignatz,  Solomon,  Betty, 
John,  and  Fred.  It  is  very  important  to  realize,  and  many  do  not  realize, 
that  practically  all  the  Margaretens  in  America  are  related  by  blood  to 
all  the  Horowitzes  because  of  this  early  intermarriage  that  took  place 
almost  a  century  ago.  This  applies  to  the  great  Margareten  clans,  the  one 
that  had  its  center  in  Boro  Park,  descended  from  Solomon;  that  of  Perth 
Amboy,  descended  from  John;  and  the  Los  Angeles  group,  descended  from 
Fred. 

Julia  Horowitz  Margareten  died  quite  young.  Rabbi  Joel  remarried, 
and  from  his  second  marriage  to  Hannah  Mannheim,  incidentally  a 
daughter  of  the  woman  whom  he  had  first  courted,  were  born  ten  children. 

Rabbi  Joel  writes  movingly  about  his  father-in-law,  Nathan  Zvi 
Horowitz. 

"Ferenz,  the  son  of  Reb  Isaac  Morenu,  was  my  father-in-law.  He  was 
my  father’s  (Rabbi  Isaac  Zvi  Margaretten)  pupil  in  his  early  years.  At 
the  age  of  18  he  married  my  mother-in-law,  Miriam  Brunner,  in  Dorogma. 

"A  man  of  such  persistence,  drive  and  ambition,  living  in  some  other 
town,  would  have  become  rich  in  no  time.  But  in  those  days  it  was  not 
customary  to  pull  out  and  tempt  fortune  in  another  place,  even  when 
ambition  to  get  ahead  nagged  and  urged.  His  bitter  struggles  plus  over¬ 
exertion  broke  him  in  his  prime  and  ruined  his  health.  Bed-ridden  for  a 
year,  suffering  from  a  stomach  cancer,  he  departed  from  this  world  on  the 
13th  day  of  Sivan  5  629  (June  1869),  still  in  the  middle  years  of  life.  I 
was  Rabbi  in  Dioszeg  when  he  died.  We  had  as  yet  no  rail  connections  to 
facilitate  quick  travel,  nor  telegraphic  communication.  I  was  unable  to 
attend  the  funeral  and  pay  my  last  respects.  My  wife,  I,  and  the  children, 
did  attend  when  the  tombstone  was  unveiled  at  Dorogma.  At  that  time 
I  offered  the  words  of  consolation  to  the  living  and  appreciation  of  the 
departed. 

"Bed-ridden,  awaiting  the  slow  approach  of  death,  in  mid-winter,  he 
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had  written  me  in  peremptory  terms  to  be  sure  and  attend  the  wedding 
of  his  son,  my  brother-in-law,  Joseph,  hinting  as  plainly  as  possible  that 
death  was  near  and  he  would  like  to  see  us  once  more.  It  was  indeed  the 
last  time  we  saw  each  other.  And  when  we  left,  the  leave  taking  was  most 
difficult.  "May  his  soul  rest  in  peace.” 

Ferenz  and  Miriam  Horowitz  had  eight  children  whose  descendants 
today  make  up  the  largest  part  of  the  Horowitz-Margareten  family. 

The  second  important  intermarriage  of  course  was  that  of  Regina, 
the  beautiful  and  gifted  daughter  of  Jacob  and  Mary  Horowitz,  to  Ignatz 
Margareten,  the  oldest  son  of  her  first  cousin,  Julia  Horowitz  Margareten. 

This  is  what  Rabbi  Joel  wrote  about  Jacob  Horowitz. 

"Jacob,  the  second  son  of  Reb  Isaac  Morenu  and  father  of  my  daugh¬ 
ter-in-law,  was  a  high  spirited,  brilliant  man.  He  was  my  father’s  student 
for  several  years.  He  married  my  mother-in-law’s  sister,  the  respected, 
pious  Mirel  Chaje,  lived  for  a  time  in  Dorogma,  then  moved  to  other  towns. 
By  intelligent  and  conscientious  application  he  was  enabled  to  surround 
himself  with  the  comforts  of  life.  But  due  to  such  accidents  as  fires  and 
floods,  he  lost  his  fortune. 

"His  spirit  was  too  bold  and  free  not  to  seek  release  from  the  conse¬ 
quences  of  natural  disasters  common  to  the  river  district  in  which  he  lived. 
He  resolved  to  emigrate  with  his  entire  family  to  far-away  America.  Nor 
had  he  need  to  seek  other  reasons  for  leaving  his  native  land  than  the  law 
of  universal  military  training  with  which  his  children  must  comply,  the 
outrageously  high  cost  of  living,  and  finally  the  "Eslauer  Libel”  all  con¬ 
tributed  to  the  loosening  of  those  bond  that  tied  him  to  his  motherland, 
Hungary.” 

It  was  Jacob  and  Mary  Horowitz  who  took  the  crucial  and  decisive 
step,  as  indicated  above,  of  migrating  to  America,  thus  starting  the  flow 
of  most  of  the  family  to  the  New  World.  How  it  happened  makes  an 
interesting  tale. 

Hungary  had  passed  a  universal  military  service  law.  Jewish  young 
men  who  would  be  required  to  serve  as  soldiers  would  naturally  not  be 
able  to  have  any  kosher  food  or  to  live  any  part  of  their  lives  as  Jews.  It 
was  a  regular  practice  for  Jewish  parents  to  bribe  the  Hungarian  official — 
a  fairly  set  fee  of  approximately  fifty  dollars — to  declare  their  sons  physi¬ 
cally  unfit  for  military  service. 

Uncle  Osher  had  come  of  age — twenty  years — for  military  service. 
And  lo  and  behold!  there  came  to  Dorogma  a  Hungarian  conscription 
official  who  by  some  weird  and  fantastic  chance — he  was  probably  the  only 
one  in  all  Hungary — happened  to  be  thoroughly  and  utterly  honest. 

When  Jacob  Horowitz  approached  him  offering  him  the  customary 
bribe  he  scornfully  rejected  it  saying,  "This  young  man — referring  to 
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Uncle  Osher  Horowitz — is  as  strong  as  an  ox  and  would  make  a  wonder¬ 
ful  soldier  for  our  beloved  emperor  Franz  Joseph.” 

What  was  there  to  do.  Jacob  Horowitz  prepared  for  his  son  Osher 
a  document  for  the  sale  of  a  cow.  Armed  with  this  piece  of  paper  Uncle 
Osher  came  to  the  border,  showed  it  to  the  guard,  who,  of  course,  could 
not  read.  The  guard,  impressed,  let  Uncle  Osher  through,  and  in  this 
childishly  simple  way  he  walked  forever  out  of  the  land  of  Hungary.  He 
got  to  America  early  in  18  82.  Incidentally  on  the  boat  coming  over  he  met 
Fanny  Lichtman  who  later  became  his  loving  wife  and  the  mother  of  his 
wonderful  family. 

He  wrote  glowing  letters  home  of  the  new  life  in  th  is  new  land.  The 
other  sons  of  Jacob  Horowitz  would  soon  be  coming  up  for  military 
service  and  so,  in  the  autumn  of  18  83,  Jacob  and  Mary  Horowtiz,  their 
newly  married  daughter  and  her  husband;  Regina  and  Ignatz  Margareten, 
their  sons,  Uncle  Levi,  Uncle  Max,  and  Samuel  I.,  journeyed  to  America. 
They  arrived  in  December  1  883,  over  seventy-two  years  ago. 

For  the  feast  of  Passover  in  18  84  only  a  few  months  after  his  arrival, 
Jacob  Horowitz,  with  the  help  of  his  children  including  the  young  bride 
Regina  and  her  husband,  began  baking  matzos.  The  original  batch  was  fifty 
barrels  of  flour.  Today  the  enterprise  he  began  has  grown  enormously.  It 
has  expanded  in  many  related  fields  and  made  the  family  name  a  household 
word  in  Jewish  homes  in  America  and  the  world  over. 

When  the  late  Frederick  Horowitz,  Uncle  Max’s  son,  was  in  training 
in  a  southern  camp  during  the  first  World  War,  his  commanding  officer, 
(who  knew  of  Fred’s  family  connection)  once  said  to  him,  "Tell  me, 
Horowitz,  how  many  millions  of  dollars  does  your  father  have?”  The 
family  really  does  not  possess  the  enormous  wealth  that  popular  legend 
and  story  credit  it  with.  It  does  have  something  else,  a  great  and  proud 
name  that  has  come  down  through  the  centuries  and  which  we  in  our 
age  and  generation  have  done  our  best  to  keep  bright  and  shining.  It  is 
our  hope  that  our  children  and  children’s  children  will  do  no  less. 

This  Directory  lists  only  the  direct  descendants  of  the  Horowitz- 
Margareten  families,  and  necessarily  excludes  all  the  in-laws  and  their 
relatives,  who  would  number  many  thousands.  Many  of  these  families  who 
intermarried  with  the  Horowitzs  or  Margaretens  did  and  do  maintain 
very  close  ties  with  us,  so  that  they  are  practically  members  of  our  families. 
But  to  include  all  the  ramifications  of  the  family  in  this  work  would  be 
an  impossible  task  and  would  mean  a  census  of  a  large  part  of  the  Jewish 
population  of  the  world.  A  few  names  may  be  mentioned  however.  Rabbi 
Edward  Horowitz’s  mother  was  an  Ehrenfeld,  and  the  Ehrenfeld  family 
has  always  maintained  close  association  with  us,  particularly  his  mother’s 
sister,  Fanny  Rabhan  and  her  family,  of  Savannah,  Georgia,  who  are 
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practically  an  outpost  of  the  Horowitz-Margareten  family  down  there. 
It  has  been  said  that  our  family  is  '  entirely  surrounded  by  Kleins.”  There 
are  many  Kleins  intermarried  with  us,  and  there  are  more  than  fifty  Kleins 
actually  in  the  family.  The  wife  of  the  late  Zalman  Margareten  was  a 
Klein,  and  her  brother,  Abraham  David  Klein,  and  his  family  have  long 
been  very  close  to  us.  Then  there  is  the  Brunner  family.  Mary  Brunner 
Horowitz  and  Miriam  Brunner  Horowitz  had  two  other  sisters,  many  of 
whose  descendants  live  in  Hungary  and  some  here.  From  one  of  these  is 
descended  the  Hemley  family,  which  is  a  large  and  prominent  group 
closely  associated  with  us  in  New  York  and  elsewhere. 

And  of  course,  each  individual  who  married  into  our  families  has 
relatives  of  his  or  her  own,  whom  we  are  glad  to  consider  as  relatives  by 
adoption,  and  who  cooperate  extensively  in  all  the  doings  of  the  Horo¬ 
witz-Margareten  family,  and  we  cooperate  with  them. 

Many  of  our  cousins  in  Europe  were  lost  in  the  Hitler  holocaust. 

We  had  a  number  of  men  in  the  service  in  World  War  1,  and  over 
100  men  and  women  in  World  War  II,  including  all  ranks  from  lieu¬ 
tenant-colonel  down.  We  lost  two  cousins  in  World  War  II,  Lieutenant 
Jerome  Unterberger,  shot  down  over  Jugoslavia,  and  Seaman  Stuart  A. 
Klein,  lost  at  sea.  We  had  a  number  of  cousins  in  the  Service  in  Korea 
recently  and  in  different  parts  of  the  world. 

In  conclusion,  a  word  about  our  past  heritage.  As  far  back  as  our 
records  go,  the  Horowitz-Margareten  families  have  been  leaders  in  Jewish 
communities  and  have  produced  innumerable  rabbis,  authors  and  civic 
leaders  during  the  past  four  centuries.  The  Horowitzs  have  spread  to  all 
European  countries  and  left  their  mark  in  all  of  them. 

In  the  Horowitz  Branch  the  records  go  back  to  about  1440  when  the 
first  Isaiah  Ha-Levi  adopted  the  name  Horowitz.  His  great-grandson  was 
another  Isaiah  Ha-Levi,  the  world  famous  author  of  the  "Sheney  Luchot 
Ha-Berit,”  meaning  the  "Two  Tablets  of  the  Covenant,’  abbreviated 
"Shelah”  by  using  the  initial  letters  in  the  words  of  the  title.  He  is  com¬ 
monly  called  the  "Shelah”  after  his  book. 

We  have  a  background  of  perhaps  hundreds  of  rabbis  who  also  were 
authors  of  standard  Jewish  books.  Many  of  them  had  great  political 
influence  in  their  respective  environments,  and  were  able  to  render  great 
service  to  their  communities  because  of  the  great  respect  they  had  acquired 
with  the  rulers  of  their  times.  Anyone  interested  in  pursuing  the  subject 
further  could  find  much  inspirational  information  in  any  Jewish  ency¬ 
clopedia. 

The  chronicles  of  the  Margareten  family  go  back  to  about  1740,  the 
year  in  which  Joel  or  Kenez,  ("Kinezer  ),  famous  in  his  time  as  a  scholar 
and  philanthropist  was  born.  His  high  position  in  local  affairs  and  in  the 


Jewish  world  were  only  lightly  touched  on  in  the  "Sepher  Hamishpoche” 
of  his  great-grandson  Rabbi  Joel  of  Erlau.  The  latter  also  mentions  that 
a  son  and  daughter  of  Joel  Kinezer  married  a  sister  and  brother  of  a 
noble  family  of  Monostor-palyi  bearing  the  title  of  von.  All  Margaretens 
are  the  descendants  of  a  daughter  of  this  family.  David,  Rabbi  Joel’s 
son,  married  this  daughter  while  both  were  quite  young,  but  because  of  the 
early  death  of  all  their  children  but  one,  Issac  Zevi,  their  lives  were  cut 
short  by  bitterness  and  suffering. 

This  Isaac  Zevi  was  the  first  to  be  called  Margareten,  from  a  town  in 
Hungary  where  he  was  born.  He  married  Rachel  Leah  Schlesinger,  daughter 
of  the  famous  Rabbi  Chaim  Kitzeh  who  was  the  son  of  the  equally  famous 
Rabbi  Isaac  Kitzeh.  The  names  Margareten,  Margarethen,  Margittai,  Mar- 
gitta  and  Margaretten  are  all  permutations  of  the  same  original  Margareten, 
and  acquired  by  the  children  of  Rabbi  Isaac  Zevi  and  Rachel  Leah  from 
the  place  in  which  they  lived.  We  possess  a  photostatic  copy  of  a  legal 
document  by  a  governmental  official  of  the  time,  testifying  to  that  fact. 
Rabbi  Isaac  Zevi,  entitled  his  first  book  "House  of  David”  in  memory  of 
his  father,  and  dedicated  his  second  "Tokeph  Hatalmud”  to  his  illustrious 
father-in-law  for  his  generous  teachings  and  advice.  A  rabbi  at  Abraham, 
then  the  greatest  Hebrew  center  of  the  country,  Isaac  Zevi  had  seven  sons, 
three  of  whom  were  rabbis,  and  a  daughter,  who  became  the  wife  of  a  rabbi. 

More  detailed  historical  material  can  be  found  in  the  book  "Sepher 
Hamishpacha,”  written  by  his  son  Rabbi  Joel  of  Erlau  and  translated  by 
his  great-grandson  David  Margareten  of  New  York,  in  1941.  This  "His¬ 
tory  of  the  Margaretten  Lamily”  contains  biographical  data  on  Rabbi 
Isaac  Zevi’s  children,  Rabbi  David,  Rabbi  Joel,  Rabbi  Moses,  Israel,  Meyer, 
Amram,  Joshua  and  Lrumet,  whose  descendants  are  scattered  in  all  four 
corners  of  the  globe,  but  maintain  close  contact  with  one  another  through 
local  and  international  family  associations  and  correspondence.  The  head¬ 
quarters  of  the  organization  is  located  in  New  York  where  many  have 
settled.  The  first  Margareten  to  come  to  America  was  Ignatz,  son  of  Rabbi 
Joel,  followed  by  his  brothers  Solomon,  John,  and  Lred.  The  following 
year  1884,  saw  the  beginning  of  the  Horowitz  Margareten  Matzoh  Bakery 
in  which  many  of  the  newly  arrived  immigratns  found  ready  employment 
and  help.  Lrom  New  York  the  family  started  spreading  out  all  over  the 
country  so  that  today  there  are  branches  from  coast  to  coast. 
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REMINISCENCES

I  MET  Miriam  Brunner  Horowitz  on  two  occasions.  Lying  in  the  cellar 
of  my  Aunt  Malka’s  residence  with  scarlet  fever  in  Tisza  Polgar, 
Miriam  visited  me  and  brought  me  a  Talis  with  a  prayer  book.  She 
visited  me  again  after  I  recovered.  On  arriving  in  America,  I  was  surprised 
when  I  saw  her  sister  Myrel  Haye.  If  any  two  sisters  resembled  each  other, 
these  two  souls  looked,  spoke  and  behaved  identically.  They  were  pious, 
hospitable  and  charitable, — of  a  rare  kind.  I  have  known  both  at  advanced 
ages,  with  memory  and  intelligence  of  unusual  adequacy.  They  could  advise 
you  and  make  you  feel  secure.  They  got  respect  because  of  the  respect 
they  extanded  to  everybody, — relatives,  strangers,  Jew  or  Gentile.  Myrel 
Haye  was  a  great  aunt  to  me.  She  inquired  about  my  progress  and  imparted 
her  personal  experiences  to  me,  particularly  on  holidays,  when  I  boarded 
in  her  home  in  order  to  shorten  the  distance  to  City  College  which  I 
attended  as  a  youth. 

There  were  no  other  members  of  that  generation  whom  I  knew.  Feivel 
and  Hanna  were  the  only  two  children  of  Abraham  Horowitz  I  had  met, 
and  that  was  in  America.  After  1945  I  corresponded  with  the  later  off¬ 
spring  of  his  other  children  and  those  of  Gellah. 

Feivel  had  an  unfortunate  struggle  in  making  a  living.  He  used  to 
collect  chicken  feathers  from  butcher  stores  in  the  days  when  Solomon 
Margaretten,  (my  father)  ran  a  butcher  shop.  He  was  a  good-natured 
orthodox  Jew,  and  died  in  the  prime  of  life.  His  wife,  Esther  passed  on 
only  recently  in  1954. 

Hanna  Greenfeld  was  a  widow  when  I  got  to  know  her.  She  recently 
married  Isidor  Friedlander,  a  cultured  Jew,  whom  the  H  &  M  family  has 
known  for  many  years  as  an  upright  person.  He  was  a  widower  at  the  time 
of  this  marriage.  It  is  regretable  that  the  couple  is  not  in  good  health  at  the 
present  time. 

With  the  exception  of  the  offspring  of  Miriam  and  Myrel  Chaje  and 
those  of  the  Hemley  Family,  my  association  with  the  other  offshoots  of 
the  Brunner  Family  was  through  correspondence  only.  Their  members 
are  few,  still  residing  in  Hungary. 

The  later  generations  of  Ferenc  and  Miriam  Brunner  Horowitz  now  re¬ 
side  in  Europe,  Israel  and  America. 
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My  grandmother  Julia  died  before  I  was  born.  The  four  Margaretten 
brothers  and  a  sister  were  her  children. 

The  late  Ignatz  Margareten  was  Julia’s  oldest  son  and  was  the  pioneer 
of  the  Maragreten  clan  in  America,  arriving  in  1  8  83.  His  relationships 
with  the  H  &  M  Family  are  known  and  recorded  in  the  various  works  of 
family  biography.  He  and  his  wife,  "Tante  Rebush,”  as  she  is  called,  had 
a  large  share  in  building  up  the  Mazoth  Bakery,  in  the  creation  of  the 
Talmud  Torah  Ohel  Torah,  in  bringing  many  relatives  to  America,  and 
helping  them  with  doweries  and  in  getting  established.  Ignatz  was  practical 
in  his  transactions  and  was  known  for  his  caustic,  witty  expressions.  Tante 
Rebush  has  not  changed  in  the  fifty-five  years  that  I  have  known  her. 
She  is  the  same  charming,  tolerant,  reasonable,  pleasant,  cooperative  and 
sympathetic  personality.  She  has  no  equal.  At  91  years  young,  mother, 
grandmother,  great-grandmother,  and  great-great-grandmother,  she 
attends  all  functions.  You  can  call  her  at  the  Bakery  any  week  day.  She 
does  not  miss  any  family  meeting.  She  attends  every  social  function  she  is 
invited  to.  She  does  not  need  any  secretaries  or  notes  for  her  charities; 
attends  to  them  herself.  It  seems  that  her  activities  maintain  her  well 
being, — a  hygienic  prescription.  She  talks  much  about  her  pleasures  in  the 
family  circle.  She  deserves  them. 

Solomon  Margaretten  (my  father)  was  known  as  a  kind,  cultured, 
modest  person.  His  finances  were  always  in  the  red.  The  limitations  caused 
by  his  honesty,  piety,  sincerity,  trust  and  confidence  in  mankind  were 
largely  responsible  for  the  poor  outcome  of  his  ventures.  His  devoted 
wife,  Nachumah,  had  implicit  faith  in  his  efforts,  and  worked  beyond  her 
capacities  to  prove  it.  Though  they  are  now  gone,  and  may  their  souls 
rest  in  pece,  those  who  knew  them  will  have  only  a  good  memory  of  them. 
Their  ten  living  children  never  caused  them  any  embarrassment. 

Betty  was  little  known  to  me.  She  was  Julia’s  third  child.  The  impression 
she  gave  me  was  that  of  a  vivacious,  diligent  and  devoted  wife  of  her 
cousin  Jacob.  He  was  one  of  Rabbi  David’s  four  children,  and  David  was 
Rabbi  Joel’s  older  brother.  Betty  had  many  capacities,  managed  her 
allowance  and  obligations  with  great  concern.  This  couple  spent  their  entire 
married  life  in  Dioszeg.  Jacob  was  an  orthodox  Jew  with  a  rather  uniform 
application,  and  not  too  venturesome  in  effort  in  his  business.  His  son  Sam¬ 
uel,  one  of  four  children,  spent  five  years  in  America  and  after  acquiring 
his  citizenship  returned  to  Hungary  to  get  married,  changed  his  allegiance 
by  joining  the  Axis  forces  in  the  First  World  War,  and  then  managed  his 
uncle’s  flour  business  in  Temesoar,  Roumania,  until  the  end  of  the  Second 
World  War  when  he  moved  to  Israel.  Betty  died  in  1915  and  Jacob  passed 
away  before  the  last  war,  leaving  two  sons  and  two  daughters.  Only  Sam 
and  his  sister  Yolan  survived  Nazi  massacre.  The  latter  still  lives  in  Rou- 
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mania  with  her  husband  and  son,  while  Sam  was  able  to  take  his  wife  and 
the  family  of  his  daughter  with  him  to  Israel.  His  son  was  not  permitted 
to  join  him. 

John  and  Mary  were  poor  people  when  I  arrived  in  America.  They 
were  a  kind  and  hospitable  couple,  and  showed  us  real  friendship.  Mary’s 
parents  were  not  mere  acquaintances.  One  of  Mary’s  sisters  was  my  teacher 
in  P.S.  131.  Her  father,  Elijah  Rosenberg  was  a  frequent  visitor  in  my 
father’s  home,  preferred  it  to  any  other  place.  He  would  recount  his 
reminiscences  until  late  at  night.  When  we  visited  Aunt  Mary  and  -Uncle 
John  in  Perth  Amboy,  my  father  and  I  would  take  the  Staten  Island 
Ferry,  then  a  train  on  the  Island  to  Tottenville,  and  another  ferry  to  Perth 
Amboy,  which  was  then  a  mere  village,  without  streets.  The  family  had 
two  or  three  children,  small  tots,  and  Uncle  John  manufactured  and  dis¬ 
tributed  soda  water.  In  1916,  he  visited  me  at  my  office  and  insisted  on  a 
physical  examination  with  a  promise  that  it  was  not  merely  to  assist  a  young 
doctor.  After  the  examination,  he  wanted  the  diagnosis  and  prognosis.  I 
gave  him  2  5  years,  as  a  mere  guess.  He  later  brought  his  son  Edward  for 
a  check-up,  and  gave  me  $10.00  for  the  three  visits,  although  the  bill  was 
only  six  dollars.  Uncle  John  was  a  pious  Jew,  but  occasionally  also  had 
faith  in  myth.  He  said  that  Aunt  Mary  knew  that  I  was  named  after  a 
good  Jew,  and  therefore,  she  wanted  John  to  pay  $4.00  extra  for  the  con¬ 
fidence.  I  had  no  alternative  but  to  accept  the  full  ten  dollars.  John,  in  his 
later  years,  was  bed-ridden  on  account  of  his  failing  heart.  This  was  far 
past  the  2  5  years  that  I  had  prophesied  for  him,  but  he  remembered  the 
initial  visit.  When  I  saw  him  in  bed,  he  again  asked  for  an  opinion,  and 
like  picking  a  number  from  a  hat,  I  said,  "Oh,  at  least  three  years.”  He  had 
more  confidence  in  my  prognosis,  than  in  the  medical  attention  which  his 
son,  now  "doctor”  Edward,  gave  him.  That  excellent  care  was  what  pre¬ 
served  him;  and  the  three  years  turned  out  to  be  a  fact.  Mary  passed  away 
a  few  years  earlier,  from  a  fatal  neuropathological  disease.  She  too  asked 
my  prognosis  while  she  lay  ill.  It  was  a  distressing  experience  because  her 
disease  ran  a  swift  course.  They  left  eight  living  children,  with  excellent 
reputations.  Edward  is  a  physician  of  repute  in  Perth  Amboy,  and  its 
vicinity.  I  have  frequent  contacts  with  the  family  and  we  are  not  only 
relatives,  but  warm  friends. 

Uncle  Fred,  the  youngest  of  Julia’s  children,  and  his  wife,  Regina, 
were  a  lovable  couple.  They,  and  their  five  children  were  welcome  com¬ 
pany  to  the  Solomon  Margaretten  family.  Aunt  Regina  was  not  a  healthy 
woman,  but  was  always  well  enough  to  visit  us.  Uncle  Fred  never  failed 
a  Sunday.  The  few  hours  spent  thus,  meant  a  holiday  for  him.  He  recalled 
old  experiences  with  Solomon  and  Nachumah,  and  enjoyed  the  giving  of 
gifts  and  tokens  to  us,  his  nephews  and  nieces.  Before  leaving  for  California, 
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he  often  sought  his  older  brother’s  advice.  Uncle  Fred  made  several  trips 
to  New  York  because  the  relatives  in  New  York  were  still  in  his  heart.  On 
one  occasion,  he  asked  me  for  an  opinion  about  his  health.  On  the  last 
occasion,  his  heart  was  poor,  but  he  had  to  see  the  family  in  New  York, 
and  stayed  several  weeks.  To  our  regret,  he  lived  only  a  short  while  after 
his  return  to  California.  This  last  time,  he  came  to  share  in  the  celebration 
of  Solomon  and  Nachumah’s  50th  wedding  anniversary,  and  insisted  that 
we  promise  to  maintain  the  H  &  M  Family  Association.  I  have  a  packet 
of  letters  from  Uncle  Fred,  with  precious  contents  on  philosophies  of  life. 
The  November  1927  issue  of  the  Journal  contains  one  of  his  contributions. 
His  children  have  always  been  very  close  to  me.  His  daughter,  Selma,  may 
she  rest  in  peace,  visited  me  a  few  weeks  before  her  unfortunate  mishap. 
His  son,  Samuel,  who  had  his  likeness,  passed  away  in  1954  from  the  same 
ailment  that  his  father  had,  evidently  an  inherited  weakness. 

Of  the  Rabbi  Moses  Family,  we  have  a  few  acquaintances.  The  Lebo- 
witzes  in  California  and  Duquesne,  and  the  Moses  couple  of  Israel  are  the 
only  members  we  have  met.  The  senior  Lebowitz  pair  are  no  longer  with 
us.  Fannie  died  a  few  years  ago  and  Henry  passed  away  in  1954.  There  are 
a  few  descendants  in  the  U.S.  and  Israel  with  whom  we  have  correspondence 
only. 

Of  the  Israel  Margaretten  Family,  I  met  only  Irma  Frankel,  her  two 
sons  and  her  brother  Jules,  in  Los  Angeles.  We  do  have  occasional  cor¬ 
respondence  with  the  Hungarian  members  of  this  clan.  Most  of  them 
live  in  Budapest.  It  is  surprising  that  this  family  of  cultured  elements,  found 
so  little  time  to  contact  other  cousins.  According  to  the  family  chart, 
their  census  was  quite  high. 

Of  the  Meyer  family,  we  have  only  the  names  in  the  chart,  and  very 
few  members  who  correspond  with  us.  Moses,  Israel,  Meyer,  Amram, 
Joshuah  and  Frumet,  are  mentioned  here  according  to  the  time  of  their 
birth.  They  were  brothers  and  sister  of  Rabbi  Joel,  who  was  junior  to 
David  amongst  the  siblings. 

There  are  four  families  of  grand-children  of  Amram  in  America.  Some 
still  live  in  Europe.  Until  four  or  five  years  ago,  we  did  not  know  them, 
except  by  correspondence.  The  Roth  couple  gave  me  a  little  anxiety  at  the 
time  of  their  arrival. 

I  knew  of  the  Joshua  Family  only  from  correspondence  and  from  my 
work  in  the  relief  problem.  Their  offspring  are  in  Hungary  and  in  Israel. 
We  have  no  detailed  information  about  its  formation  and  branchings.  Fred 
Ellenbogen  said  that  Joshua  was  his  Hebrew  teacher  at  one  time,  and  was 
a  strict  disciplinarian. 

From  the  Frumet  Family,  we  have  very  little  data. 

In  the  chart  is  found  Rabbi  Joel’s  second  wife,  Hanna.  Joel’s  "Sefer 
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Hamishpacha”  and  Uncle  Fred’s  narrative  in  the  November  1927,  issue  of 
the  Journal  gives  an  account  of  her.  The  Directory  of  1929  records  her 
nine  children.  We  have  contacts  with  Eszter,  and  with  the  children  of 
Herman  and  with  Joel,  the  son  of  Charlotte.  This  segment  of  the  family 
has  suffered  many  deaths  from  both  World  Wars.  I  met  Hanna  before 
leaving  for  America.  I  do  not  recollect  any  of  her  children.  She  seemed 
to  be  a  dissatisfied,  moody  and  unhappy  individual.  She  too,  has  passed  on 
and  may  she  rest  in  peace.  Of  Herman’s  sons  four  are  in  America  and  one 
is  still  in  Hungary.  Jack  is  the  only  bachelor. 

As  to  the  offspring  of  Ferenc  and  Miriam  Brunner  Horowitz,  I  did 
not  know  Julia,  my  own  grandmother,  nor  Sarah  or  Rachael  Leah. 

Rebecca  was  married  to  Edward  Friedman,  who  died  in  June,  about 
three  months  before  I  arrived  in  the  U.S.  This  Edward  Friedman  is 
mentioned  by  Rabbi  Joel  as  a  cultured,  amiable  person.  I  remember  his 
cigar  store  and  knew  all  his  children.  At  the  present  time  I  have  personal 
contacts  with  Sally,  Emma  and  Dr.  Jesse,  and  correspond  with  Henry  and 
Arnold.  Rebecca  was  good-looking  and  a  good-natured  woman;  lived  to 
a  ripe  old  age  but  was  ill  for  quite  a  while  before  her  demise.  Dr.  Jesse, 
her  son  warned  me  about  the  sacrifices  in  the  medical  profession  but  I 
did  not  heed  the  warning.  Sally  is  a  widow  but  maintains  a  neat,  modern 
home  at  88.  She  prides  herself  in  her  great-grandchildren  and  enjoys  her 
visits  to  the  family  meetings.  Emma  and  Julius  do  not  find  it  hard  to  travel 
from  Ford  City  to  New  York  and  then  switch  to  the  Pacific  coast  to  see 
their  children.  She  is  still  as  beautiful  as  in  1900  when  I  first  saw  her.  Henry 
and  Arnold  have  not  married  and  are  now  retired  from  their  business.  Dr. 
Jesse  practices  on  Long  Island  and  with  his  good-looking  wife,  Rhoda  spends 
his  money  on  frequent  vacations.  He  speaks  his  mother’s  Yiddish  to  impress 
the  family  with  the  fact  that  he  still  belongs. 

Joseph  or  Uncle  Usher  was  the  third  of  Ferenc  and  Miriam’s  children. 
He  is  mentioned  by  Rabbi  Joel  as  an  able  assistant.  I  met  him  and  his  sweet, 
devoted  wife  Tante  Malka  in  America  on  a  farm  in  New  Jersey.  He  was  a 
learned  Hebrew  scholar  not  much  of  a  farmer  or  businessman.  He  im¬ 
pressed  me  as  a  strict  disciplinarian,  whereas  Tante  Malka  was  a  patient, 
kindly  and  tolerant  being.  She  was  a  derivative  of  the  Klein  Family  and 
therefore,  a  first  cousin  to  my  mother,  Nachumah.  They  passed  on  long 
ago,  and  may  they  rest  in  peace.  They  left  eight  children,  one  of  whom, 
Max  was  a  physician  who  died  a  few  years  ago.  Jacob  I.,  is  an  attorney, 
who  has  published  two  practical  text  books  on  New  York  Law.  He  is  the 
perpetual  Editor  of  the  Family  Journal,  and  the  mainstay  of  the  Family 
Association.  Fredrick,  who  passed  on  many  years  ago,  was  married  to  a 
cousin,  Fannie  Weiss,  a  daughter  of  Raizel  Brunner  Weiss.  The  beautiful 
sweet  and  charming  Julia  who  passed  away  more  than  a  decade  ago  was 
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married  to  M.  A.  Horowitz,  our  "Uncle  Max,”  the  son  of  Jacob  and  Myrel 
Chaje  Horowitz.  Julia  and  Fredrick,  sister  and  brother,  were  married  the 
same  day.  Edward  and  Morris,  are  in  business,  one  in  New  York,  the  other 
in  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.  Rose  is  now  a  widow,  and  also  lives  in  Wilkes-Barre. 
Her  son  Myron  Middleton  is  a  physician  in  Los  Angeles,  practices  ophthal¬ 
mology  and  shares  his  spare  time  with  his  wife  Blanche  and  children. 
Jacob  I.’s  wife,  Florence,  is  quite  active  in  the  Family  Association.  Without 
her  criticism,  there  would  be  no  interest  in  the  family  discussions. 

The  home  of  Ignatz  ("Vetter  Itzig”)  and  Sarah  Klein  Horowitz  in 
Muchony,  was  my  first  station  in  my  travels  in  life.  At  the  age  of  four 
years  I  could  read  Hebrew,  but  had  a  peculiar  stomach.  My  Aunt  Sarah, 
my  mother’s  sister,  had  a  preference  for  beans.  Although,  the  dish  was 
different  every  day,  it  was  beans,  nevertheless.  By  the  end  of  two  years.  I 
became  a  dwarf,  and  sick.  Ignatz  was  an  affectionate,  small-sized  man,  but 
shrewd  in  his  business,  which  occupied  most  of  his  day  and  night.  He  was 
also  pious  and  well-versed  in  the  Talmud.  Aunt  Sarah  was  always  busy, 
if  it  was  not  the  liquor  tavern,  it  was  the  household  to  look  after.  They 
were  a  well-to-do  couple.  The  youngest  of  their  children  was  older  than 
I  and  none  were  married  at  that  time.  I  have  vague  memories  about  them 
except  that  they  were  all  held  firmly  in  harness  of  work  and  duty.  They 
were  all  good-looking.  Nathan  Hirsh  was  a  tall,  strong,  red-headed  figure; 
Julia,  a  plump,  smiling,  good-natured  soul;  Rebecca,  was  thin  and  seemed 
sickly;  Leah  was  an  active  and  cheerful  fighter;  Judith  and  Hanna  were 
my  play-mates,^  but  also  had  to  do  some  house  cleaning.  Julia  was  first 
to  marry.  I  met  the  Salamonwitz  couple  in  Edeleny  on  my  return  from 
Tisza  Polgar.  They  were  a  lively,  cheerful  and  diligent  pair  of  souls,  pleasant 
company  to  be  with.  I  met  their  children  only  recently  in  America,  as 
grown-ups.  Jeno,  Ignatz,  Dezso  and  Aladar  have  been  in  Mexico  since  be¬ 
fore  the  Second  World  War.  lion,  Malvin  and  Herman  came  to  America 
in  the  late  forties.  Rachel  died  in  childbirth  after  the  war.  The  new¬ 
comers  were  all  victims  of  the  Nazi  persecution.  Nathan  Hirsh’s  first  wife 
was  the  first  of  three  Klein  sisters.  The  second  married  Israel  Sprei  and 
the  third  married  Abraham  Hirsh  Klein.  The  three  men  were  cousins. 
Nathan  Hirsh’s  mother,  Israel’s  mother  and  Abraham  Hirsh’s  father  were 
children  of  Israel  Klein  of  Muchony.  After  the  First  World  War,  Nathan 
Hirsh’s  wife  Giza  died  and  left  five  children.  He  then  married  a  Bertha 
Klein,  who  gave  birth  to  additional  four  children.  Of  this  family,  there 
remained  alive  Bertha  and  her  children,  Magda  and  Lazio  and  also  Dezso, 
Ignatz,  lion  and  Elsa  from  Nathan  Hirsh’s  first  marriage.  Bertha  and 
Magda  are  married  and  live  in  New  York.  Elsa  and  her  family  reside  in 
Toronto;  lion  married  a  Mr.  Elefant  and  is  still  in  Hungary.  The  others 
are  married  and  live  in  Israel.  I  have  met  Bertha  and  Magda,  but  know 
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of  the  others  only  through  correspondence.  In  assisting  these  unfortunate 
relatives,  I  had  a  problem  with  Bertha’s  passport  while  she  was  in  a  German 
Camp;  while  in  sending  a  layette  to  Dezso  in  Israel,  it  happened  that  the 
couple  had  not  yet  arrived  but  was  still  in  Cyprus,  and  instead  of  one 
child,  his  wife  presented  him  with  twins.  The  material  reached  them  all 
the  same.  Supplementary  parcels  made  up  for  the  initial  shortages. 

Rebecca  had  two  children  and  she  died  long  before  the  Nazis  destroyed 
the  rest  of  the  family. 

Judith  married  her  cousin,  Herschel  Frishman.  Of  her  family,  only 
Edith  Klein,  a  grand-daughter  remained.  In  this  instance,  too,  the  Nazis 
killed  the  rest.  Edith  contracted  tuberculosis  in  a  labor  camp.  After  liber¬ 
ation,  the  H  &  M  Family  transferred  her  to  Switzerland  and  provided 
medical  care  for  her.  She  recovered  with  God’s  help,  married  Eri  Gold- 
berger  and  they  now  have  a  child. 

Leah  married  a  cousin,  Herschel  Sprei.  She  became  a  widow  before 
the  World  War,  and  was  murdered  by  the  Nazis.  Her  children  now  live 
in  Israel.  Her  daughter,  Dinah,  married  a  cousin,  Shraga  Neuman,  and 
they  have  four  children.  I  correspond  with  this  couple  quite  frequently 
and  consider  them  friends,  as  well  as  relatives. 

Channa  was  married  to  Jonah  Glick.  Her  eight  children  and  husband 
have  survived  her  and  now  live  in  Israel. 

Sarah,  one  of  the  younger  daughters  of  Ferenc  and  Miriam  Brunner 
Horowitz,  was  married  to  Solomon  Scharf.  This  family  suffered  the  Eszlar 
persecution,  fled  to  Vienna  and  changed  the  surname  to  Salamon.  All  their 
children  received  a  good  education.  Only  Julia  and  her  children  sur¬ 
vived,  also  two  sons  of  a  brother, — one  a  physician  in  Turkey,  and  the 
other  an  employee  of  the  U.S.  Government  in  Austria.  Julia  was  married 
to  David  Faerber.  I  met  her  and  one  of  her  daughters  in  America.  They 
lived  in  France  during  the  War.  Shortly  after  Liberation,  they  came  to 
America.  Julia  is  now  in  her  early  seventies,  and  lives  with  her  children. 

Nache,  the  sixth  of  Miriam  Brunner  Horowitz’s  children  married  Meyer 
Klein,  a  son  of  Israel  Muchonya.  I  met  them  in  Muchony,  and  Meyer  was 
my  Hebrew  teacher.  He  was  a  shochet  besides.  Nache  was  a  thin,  dili¬ 
gent,  devoted  person.  Meyer  was  pious  and  a  strict  disciplinarian.  To  me, 
they  did  not  seem  very  happy.  I  knew  their  four  children.  The  younger 
son,  Samuel,  who  now  resides  in  Detroit  with  his  family,  was  a  year  my 
senior.  His  older  daughter  married  Dr.  Koletsky,  and  has  three  children. 
Way  back  in  Europe  and  later  in  New  York,  Sam  and  I  used  to  sing  zem- 
iros  together.  Sam  served  the  U.S.  Government  in  the  First  World  War. 
Sam’s  oldest  sister,  Rebecca,  was  married  to  a  Reich  who  at  one  time  lived 
in  Edeleny  but  subsequently  moved  to  Nytra,  where  he  practiced  shehitah 
and  taught  Hebrew.  Of  her  family  of  eight  children,  all  grown  up,  only 
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she,  her  son  Adolph  and  three  daughters  remained.  The  Nazis  destroyed 
the  others.  I  correspond  with  her,  and  the  H  &  M  Family  assists  her. 
Abraham  Hirsh,  the  second  oldest  of  Nache’s  children,  married  twice. 
There  were  many  children  from  both  wives.  He  was  quite  a  pious  Jew, 
a  shochet,  but  poor  economic  conditions  caused  him  to  deteriorate.  Nan- 
dor,  his  oldest  son  came  to  America  after  the  Liberation  after  he  had  lost 
his  first  family.  He  is  now  located  in  Bridgeport,  and  has  an  attractive 
wife  and  two  children.  Nandor  still  has:  a  married  sister  with  husband 
and  child  in  Budapest;  a  brother  Gabor,  a  policeman  in  Budapest;  a  married 
brother  Michael  with  wife  and  child  in  Paris;  and  three  married  sisters 
and  two  brothers  in  Israel.  All  have  children.  I  correspond  with  the  Euro¬ 
peans  and  Israelis,  and  have  frequent  contacts  with  Nandor.  The  first  year 
Nandor  was  a  problem  on  account  of  his  visa,  but  Nandor  is  now  a  citi¬ 
zen.  This  family,  too,  has  suffered  many  deaths  from  the  Nazi  regime. 
Nandor’s  mother  was  one  of  the  three  Klein  sisters  mentioned  in  the 
narration  of  the  Nathan  Hirsh  Family.  Judith,  the  youngest  of  Nache 
and  Meyer  Klein’s  children,  married  Herman  Margaretten,  a  son  of  Rabbi 
Joel  and  his  second  wife,  Hanna.  Herman  died  before  the  Second  World 
War,  and  left  his  widow  with  many  children.  Judith  was  a  practical, 
diligent,  vivacious  person,  and  managed  well  in  Deretchke  until  the  Nazis 
came  along.  Their  persecution  wiped  out  all  but  five  sons.  Four  of  these 
boys  are  in  America,  of  whom  Jack  is  the  youngest,  and  a  bachelor.  Joseph 
is  still  in  Hungary,  married  again  and  has  a  child.  Joel  and  Olga  have 
adopted  the  two  children  of  Olga’s  sister,  live  in  Stamford  and  manage 
the  plant  of  Roosevelt  School.  Armin  and  Ernest,  each  with  wife  and 
children,  reside  in  Baltimore.  I  have  frequent  contact  with  these  Americans 
especially  with  Joel  and  Jack. 

Betty,  another  daughter  of  Ferenc  and  Miriam  Brunner  Horowitz, 
married  Joseph  Ellenbogen.  I  met  this  couple  in  America.  They  were 
good-looking,  good-natured  and  happy  people.  Joseph  was  a  Hebrew 
teacher  and  a  shochet,  but  lived  only  a  short  while  in  America  because  he 
suffered  from  diabetes  and  a  general  infection  which  caused  his  death. 
Yetta,  their  oldest  daughter  lived  with  us  during  the  first  two  years  in 
America.  She  died  recently.  Her  husband,  Herman  Schwartz,  passed  away 
a  few  years  ago.  She  left  six  children,  whom  we  rarely  see.  Sam,  her 
brother  arrived  in  America  after  her.  He  was  not  very  industrious.  Al¬ 
though  he  was  physically  well,  good-looking  and  had  normal  intelligence, 
after  two  years  of  doing  nothing,  he  disappeared  and  has  never  been 
heard  from  again.  Frederick  and  Jacob,  two  sons  of  Betty,  had  an  interest¬ 
ing,  though  difficult  time,  in  coming  to  America.  They  left  their  native 
town  in  Hungary,  and  made  the  trip  to  Hamburg  on  foot.  For  some 
reason,  Jacob  was  allowed  to  go  on,  but  Frederick  had  to  have  his  pass- 
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port  adjusted.  During  this  time,  he  also  met  Uncle  Ignatz  and  Aunt 
Regina  on  their  trip  to  Hungary.  For  a  while  the  two  boys  worked  in 
the  Mazoth  Bakery.  Jacob  injured  his  hand  on  one  of  the  machines  and 
required  an  extensive  amputation.  He  subsequently  opened  a  quilt  business. 
He  married  Edith,  a  cousin,  a  great-grand  daughter  of  Miriam  Brunner 
Horowitz.  I  knew  him  as  an  honest,  hard-working,  modest  individual. 
He  passed  on  in  the  prime  of  life,  leaving  his  widow  and  four  children. 
Frederick  left  the  Bakery  for  iron  construction  and  established  a  good 
business  in  Portchester,  New  York.  He  married  Pauline,  a  fine,  vivacious 
woman,  who  was  the  life  of  the  party  wherever  she  went.  About  3  0  years 
ago  I  visited  Portchester  and  made  a  social  call  on  Fred  and  Pauline. 
It  was  the  first  acquaintance  with  Pauline  but  she  received  me  in  the 
most  hospitable  fashion  and  sent  me  off  with  several  jars  of  preserves. 
Subsequent  meetings  were  equally  enjoyable.  To  our  regret  she  passed 
on  leaving  four  children.  May  her  soul  rest  in  peace!  Fred  felt  her  loss 
beyond  description.  He  subsequently  married  Pauline’s  widowed  sister. 
Today,  he  is  not  in  the  best  of  health  at  70  years  of  age  but  his  jovial 
temperment  has  not  changed.  He  is  less  active  in  the  business,  leaving 
most  of  it  to  his  children,  but  is  quite  interested  in  the  H  &  M  Family 
problems. 

Louis  Ellenbogen,  another  son  of  Betty  acquired  much  of  his  father’s 
philosophy  of  life  and  was  always  an  optimist.  He  married  Julia  Mar- 
garetten,  Uncle  Fred’s  oldest  daughter  and  grand-daughter  of  Rabbi  Joel. 
He  established  a  fine  garment  business  in  Los  Angeles,  enjoyed  life  and 
radiated  his  pleasures  to  others.  He  died  two  years  ago,  after  a  second 
heart  attack,  leaving  his  widow  and  three  married  children  and  grand¬ 
children.  May  his  soul  rest  in  peace! 

Helen  was  the  youngest  child  of  Betty  and  Joseph.  She  married  a  Mr. 
Steiner,  a  brother  of  Emma  Friedman’s  husband,  Julius.  There  were  five 
children  born.  Helen  lives  alone,  having  been  divorced,  and  her  children 
are  not  well.  She  is  50  years  old  but  still  beautiful  though  much  heavier 
than  when  I  met  her  in  New  York  before  her  marriage.  Betty  lived  to  a 
ripe  old  age,  but  became  deaf  and  almost  totally  blind  before  she  passed 
on.  She  died  in  California  and  I  visited  her  grave  there  in  1948. 

Rachael  Leah  was  the  youngest  daughter  of  Ferenc  and  Miriam  Brun¬ 
ner  Horowitz.  She  was  married  to  Anton  Glattstein  and  died  in  1917 
leaving  six  children.  All  of  her  life  she  spent  in  Dorogma.  Her  sons  were 
managing  the  Edeleny  coal  mine  until  the  Second  World  War.  Eszter, 
Samuel  and  five  grandchildren  escaped  the  Hitler  persecution.  Eszter 
married  Emanuel  Kramer,  an  upright  gentleman,  who  manages  the  shipping 
department  in  the  Matzah  Bakery,  is  vice-president  of  the  Hungarian 
Synagogue,  and  is  most  active  in  the  relief  project  of  the  H  &  M  Family. 
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The  Kramers  are  in  New  York  now  about  30  years.  Their  daughter, 
Florence,  is  a  college  graduate,  received  her  Hebrew  education  at  the  Ohcl 
Torah  and  was  just  married  to  Lawrence  Radkofsky.  Samuel  is  a  refugee 
who  came  to  America  with  his  second  wife  and  child  three  years  ago. 
Another  child  has  been  born  since.  He  works  in  the  matzoh  bakery.  Four 
grandchildren  of  Rachel  are  in  Israel;  another,  the  son  of  Ferenc  and  Rachel 
Salomonowitz  Glattstein,  is  married  and  lives  in  Boston. 

I  met  the  Jacob-Myrel  Haye  Horowitz  Family  in  New  York  at  the 
time  of  my  arrival  in  America  in  1900.  Jacob  died  in  1  885  a  year  after 

his  arrival,  on  the  second  day  of  Passover.  He  was  the  founder  of  the 

Matzah  business.  Myrel  Haye  died  in  1918  at  the  age  of  89  years.  This 

ocuple  had  many  children  but  at  the  time  they  came  to  America  only 

six  were  living.  Julia  was  married  to  Adolph  Prince  and  had  four  daughters. 
In  1  88  5  Julia  died  in  a  fire  accident.  The  rest  of  her  family,  one  member 
after  the  other,  came  to  America.  Yolan,  the  oldest  daughter,  married 
Joseph  Gartner,  an  orthodox,  modest  Jew.  Joseph  died  three  years  ago, 
and  left  his  widow  and  six  children.  Yolan  is  now  78  years  old,  travels 
around  from  coast  to  coast,  visiting  her  children,  grand, — and  great¬ 
grandchildren.  A  son  of  Joseph  and  Yolan  is  Dr.  Samuel  Gartner  who 
married  Bess  Gersten.  The  couple  have  a  married  daughter.  He  is  a  prom¬ 
inent  opthalmologist.  Another  son,  Harold  (and  his  wife,  Mary)  are 
actively  interested  in  the  H  &  M  Family  problems  and  other  philanthropies. 
They  have  a  son  at  Harvard.  Mary  shares  the  work  in  Harold’s  importing 
business.  Yolan’s  daughters  are  school  teachers,  but  share  with  their  hus¬ 
bands  and  their  children,  the  family  pleasures.  Biri,  the  second  daughter 
of  Julia  Prince,  married  Morris  Weiss,  an  industrious,  orthodox  Jew  who 
ran  a  butcher  business  with  his  brother,  Harry.  Biri  and  Morris  died  some 
years  ago  and  left  ten  children.  Dr.  Harry  Weiss  in  Queens,  who  married 
Yetta  Horowitz  Goldstein’s  daughter,  Ruth,  is  one  of  them.  Gizella,  Yolan’s 
sister  married  Harry  Weiss,  Morris’  brother.  They  retired  from  business 
only  recently  in  order  to  enjoy  life,  worry  less,  and  have  more  time  to  visit 
their  six  married  children  and  grandchildren.  Rose,  the  youngest  daughter 
of  Julia  Prince,  married  Samuel  Markowitz  who  until  recently  ran  a 
leather  goods  business.  Samuel  has  retired  and  now  they  spend  much  of 
their  time  with  their  three  children. 

Joseph,  the  second  of  Jacob  and  Myrel  Haye’s  children,  was  the  pioneer 
of  the  H  &  M  Family  in  the  U.S.  He  married  Fannie  Lichtman  shortly 
atfer  his  arrival.  In  1900  when  I  arrived  Fannie  was  not  a  well  woman 
but  she  lived  to  a  ripe  old  age.  At  that  time  Joseph  and  his  brother  Sam¬ 
uel  were  in  the  soda  fountain  business.  Joseph  and  Fannie  were  always 
favorite  relatives  of  mine.  Joseph  was  a  level-headed  philosopher.  He  re¬ 
tired  from  the  Matzah  Bakery  in  193  6  and  passed  away  in  1947  at  the 
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age  of  86.  Jacob,  their  oldest  son  is  married  to  Anna  Langer  and  they  have 
five  married  children.  Their  son,  Irving,  married  a  cousin,  Miriam,  a  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Biri  Prince  Weiss.  Their  daughter,  Yetta  was  a  frequent  visitor  at 
the  home  of  the  Solomon  Margaretten  Family.  She  married  Joseph  Gold¬ 
stein  at  the  time  I  was  working  in  the  shoe  store  of  Joseph’s  father. 
Joseph  is  s  till  in  business  of  manufacturing  furniture.  Yetta  has  four 
married  children.  Ruth  is  married  to  her  cousin,  Dr.  Harry  Weiss,  Biri’s 
son.  Kate,  the  third  of  Fannie’s  children,  was  married  to  Harry  Srulowitz 
who  was  in  the  underwear  business.  Harry  died  a  few  years  ago  and  left 
his  widow  and  four  children.  William,  the  fourth  of  Fannie’s  children 
now  lives  with  his  wife,  Dorothy,  in  Florida.  William  was  a  pal  of  mine 
when  he  still  lived  in  New  York.  The  couple  have  two  children.  Muriel 
is  married  to  a  dentist.  Bella,  the  youngest  of  Fannie’s  children,  was  a 
curly-headed  little  girl  in  1900.  As  she  grew  up,  she  became  a  real  belle. 
Samuel  Stein,  who  owned  a  chain  store,  married  her.  Jacob,  Muriel  and 
Frederick  are  her  children,  all  married  and  have  children.  When  Samuel 
died,  the  two  boys  took  over  the  business.  Later,  Bella  married  Fred  Hem- 
ley,  a  widower, — also  a  cousin, — and  a  prominent  attorney.  Two  years 
later  Fred  Hemley  passed  away.  Bella  has  always  been  interested  in  the 
H  &  M  Family  problems. 

Regina,  or  Aunt  Rebush,  as  we  all  call  her,  is  the  third  of  Jacob  and 
Myrel  Haye’s  children.  Her  marriage  to  Ignatz  Margareten  is  mentioned 
in  the  earlier  part  of  this  story.  Of  her  six  children  all  but  Jacob  are 
living  and  active  in  their  particular  vocations.  Yetta,  the  oldest,  was 
married  to  Benjamin  Landau,  a  tall,  good-looking,  clever  person,  whom 
the  Solomon  Margaretten  Family  had  known  in  Europe.  He  was  born  in 
Muchony.  Benjamin  died  a  few  years  ago,  and  left  his  widow  and  two 
married  daughters.  Yetta  is  now  a  great-grandmother,  and  lives  with  her 
mother.  She  registered  us,  Solomon  Margaretten’s  children,  in  shcool  when 
we  arrived  here  in  1900.  She  often  nursed  her  Aunt  Nachuma  (my  mother) 
when  she  was  ill.  Jacob,  the  second  of  Regina’s  children  was  married  to 
Lena  Hershenov  who  is  today  still  a  good-looking  grandmother.  Jacob 
died  a  few  years  ago  after  a  long  heart  ailment.  This  couple  had  six  chil¬ 
dren  all  married  now  with  families  of  their  own.  Emanuel  is  practicing 
law.  Joel  and  Harold  are  active  in  the  Matzah  Bakery.  Shirley  is  married 
to  Nat  Gross,  an  attorney  and  an  executive  in  the  Ohab  Zedek  Synagogue. 
Muriel  married  Rabbi  Golovensky.  Lena  is  busy  visiting  all  the  interesting 
places  she  finds  on  the  map. 

Carrie,  the  third  of  Regina’s  children  married  Morris  Unterberger,  a 
sincere  gentleman,  who  can  also  surprise  you  with  his  witty  remarks.  Carrie 
is  known  as  a  "go-getter.”  She  could  reach  the  president  of  the  U.S.  when 
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others  failed.  They  had  three  children.  Sarella  and  Judith  are  married 
and  have  children.  Jerome  was  a  Second  World  War  casualty. 

Fred,  the  fourth  of  Regina’s  children,  is  now  an  essential  member  of 
the  Matzah  business.  He  is  acquainted  with  the  elements  within  the  plant, 
and  is  the  contact  man  for  outside  business,  social  and  benevolent  organi¬ 
zations.  His  contributions  to  the  H  &  M  Family  Association,  particularly 
to  the  relief  project,  are  well  known.  He  married  Mary  Levy  in  1915 
the  year  I  graduated  medical  school.  This  couple  had  four  children.  Celia, 
the  oldest  died  in  1929,  after  a  long  and  serious  ailment.  Muriel,  Jerome 
and  Renee,  are  married.  Jerome  is  in  the  sales  department  of  the  Bakery. 

Ella,  the  fifth  child  of  Regina,  is  the  grandmother  of  the  children  of 
her  three  sons.  She  married  Dr.  Samuel  Weiss  before  the  First  World  War. 
Of  her  three  sons,  Jerome  and  Bernard  are  physicians.  Dr.  Samuel,  their 
father,  is  a  professor  of  Gastroenterology  at  the  Polyclinic. 

Sadie,  the  youngest  of  Regina’s  children,  is  also  a  grandmother.  Ben¬ 
jamin  Wohl,  her  husband  and  their  two  sons  are  in  the  dress  business. 

Leopold,  or  better  known  as  "Uncle  Levi,"  was  the  fourth  child  of 
Jacob  and  Myrel  Haye  Brunner  Horowitz  who  arrived  with  his  folks  in 
America.  He  married  Esther  Friedman  in  1886.  They  were  a  devoted 
couple,  but  already  in  1900  I  remember  Esther  as  not  being  in  good  health. 
Leopold  ran  a  butcher  shop  on  Ridge  Street.  He  was  a  Herbew  scholar 
and  managed  to  acquire  a  general  education  besides.  His  avocation  was  the 
writing  of  Hebrew  poems.  Besides  a  cousin,  he  was  a  true  friend  of  the 
Solomon  Margaretten  Family.  During  the  High  Holidays,  he  was  the  Ba’al 
Musaf,  alternating  with  his  father-in-law,  Mendel  Friedman,  at  Solomon’s 
proprietory  Synagogue.  Solomon  rented  a  loft  for  the  special  services  in 
order  to  augment  his  meagre  income  from  the  Ohel  Torah  School.  Leopold 
and  Esther’s  six  children  received  a  good  education  and  observe  the  ortho¬ 
dox  Jewish  rituals.  With  the  exception  of  Irving,  they  all  have  grand¬ 
children.  Bella’s  family  are  all  Mizrachi  supporters.  Abraham  ("A.  H.’’) 
is  now  the  president  of  Horowitz  Bros,  and  Margareten,  the  Matzah  firm 
and  is  president  of  the  Ohab  Sholom  Synagogue.  His  daughter,  Vivienne, 
is  married  to  Rabbi  Siegel.  Irving  is  manager  of  the  Noodle  Department 
in  the  Bakery.  His  wife,  Eleanor  is  the  now  past  Treasurer  of  the  H  &  M 
Family  Association.  This  family  lost  their  son  Leonard  at  the  age  of  1 5 
a  Bar  Mitzvah  son  after  a  prolonged  illness.  Tante  Esther  died  several 
years  ago.  Leopold  wished  to  re-establish  his  home,  and  married  the  very 
devoted  Eva.  This  marriage  did  not  last  long  for  Uncle  Levi  died  in  1950 
after  an  operation.  His  vision  had  diminished  during  the  last  5  years  of 
his  life  and  at  the  time  of  the  operation  it  was  almost  nil.  May  his  soul 
rest  in  peace,  Zeker  Zaddik  li-vrahah! 

Moses  Aaron,  or  Uncle  Max,  is  the  fifth  child  of  Jacob  and  Myrel 
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Haye  Brunner  Horowitz.  His  marriage  is  reported  under  the  account  of 
Joseph  and  Amelia  (Malka)  Horowitz.  This  was  a  lovable  couple.  Origi¬ 
nally,  Moses  was  a  cigar  maker,  then  he  switched  to  real  estate  and  in¬ 
surance,  and  then  he  gave  his  full  attention  to  the  Matzah  Bakery.  In 
1950  he  severed  his  connection  with  the  Bakery  and  went  back  to  real 
estate.  Julia  died  a  few  years  ago,  and  left  twelve  children.  Since  her  de¬ 
parture,  Fred,  Isaac  and  Ruth  died  too.  Although  these  losses  were  a  great 
shock  he  is  cheerful  and  a  friend  to  all.  He  is  an  early  riser  and  believes 
where  there  is  life  there  is  hope  and  so  continues  his  interest  in  all  things 
material  and  spiritual.  Leopold  and  Max  were  quite  attached  and  as  a  . pair 
their  father  prided  himself  with  the  results  of  the  Hebrew  studies.  Of 
Moses’  children,  George  and  Arthur  are  attorneys.  George  wrote  the  volume 
on  "The  Spirit  of  Jewish  Law,”  a  contribution  to  jurisprudence  and  to 
scholarship  in  general.  He  ran  for  public  office  and  each  time  received 
favorable  commendation  from  the  Citizens  Union.  Samuel  is  a  radio  en¬ 
gineer  and  a  reserve  colonel  in  the  U.S.  Signal  Corps.  His  wife,  Alice  is 
an  important  factor  in  the  Hadassah.  Rose  and  her  husband,  Frank  Ber¬ 
man,  besides  teaching,  are  widely  interested  in  Zionism  and  other  Jewish 
causes.  Miriam  is  married  to  my  brother,  Dr.  Fred  Margaretten.  The  late 
Isaac,  a  sweet  boy,  left  his  widow,  Hortense  and  a  son  now  attending  the 
Roosevelt  School.  Judith  is  married  to  Gerhard  Coler,  a  teacher  and  she 
herself  is  with  the  Council  of  Jewish  Women  in  Connecticut.  Caroline 
and  her  husband,  Harold,  are  working  together  in  literary  ventures.  Dr. 
Joel  is  prominent  in  Orthopedic  Surgery.  Justin  runs  a  hardware  business 
in  Colchester,  Connecticut.  All  these  children  and  grandchildren  received  a 
good  education.  They  also  maintained  their  closeness  to  the  Solomon  Mar¬ 
garetten  Family. 

Samuel  Isaac,  the  youngest  of  Jacob  and  Myrel  Haye’s  children  married 
Bertha  Ehrenfeld.  They  were  both  hard-working  and  likeable  people,  but 
to  our  regret  passed  on  at  an  early  age,  leaving  eleven  children.  I  was  their 
family  physician  for  many  years.  All  the  children  received  an  advanced 
education  including  thorough  training  in  Hebrew.  Bella’s  son,  Myron  is  a 
psychologist.  Benjamin  Weberman,  the  husband  of  Julia,  is  an  attorney 
who  spends  much  time  in  Hebrew  studies  with  his  children  and  grand¬ 
children.  Dr.  Abraham  David  practices  dentistry  and  considers  the  Jewish 
Sabbath  as  his  day  of  rest,  instead  of  the  prevalent  Friday  in  his  pro¬ 
fession.  Jacob  L.  is  an  important  executive  in  the  Matzah  Bakery  but  in  his 
youth  he  was  a  school  teacher.  Rabbi  Edward  is  one  of  the  first  to  teach 
Hebrew  in  the  New  York  public  high  Schools.  He  is  now  the  head  of  his 
department.  He  married  Sylvia,  one  of  his  pupils.  The  dominant  language 
in  his  home  with  his  wife  and  children  is  Hebrew.  Miriam  teaches  in 
school.  Her  mate,  Jesse  Ginsberg,  and  their  children  make  their  home 
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cheerful.  Eva  and  Louis  Lober  celebrated  their  2  5th  wedding  anniversary- 
in  1954.  Louis  is  quite  a  traveler,  an  enterprising  person  and  has  the  com¬ 
pany  of  his  family  in  all  his  ventures.  Rosalie  was  quite  a  frequent  visitor 
at  my  office  before  her  marriage  to  determine  the  variations  of  her  weight, 
but  finds  her  husband  and  children  more  interesting  now.  William  is  also 
active  in  the  Matzah  Bakery.  At  one  time,  he  was  quite  obese,  but  con¬ 
scientious  effort  reduced  his  weight  and  now  he  has  more  time  for  his 
happy  home.  Joel  is  interested  in  photography.  His  employer  sent  him  to 
Peru  and  now  he  resides  in  Cuba  with  his  little  family.  Leah  married  Lelix 
Bonner  and  at  one  time  lived  in  Massachusetts  but  they  have  now  returned 
to  New  York. 

For  reasons  of  their  own,  many  members  of  the  Family  have  changed 
their  surnames,  but  have  maintained  their  affiliations  with  their  siblings 
and  cousins.  This  volume  is  another  attempt  to  bring  the  family  biography 
up  to  date.  As  with  past  works,  this  too,  is  not  perfect,  for  many  reasons. 
This  section  of  the  historical  note  appears  long,  but  actually  is  an  abbrevi¬ 
ation.  Many  interesting  personalities  had  to  be  omitted.  The  current  issues 
of  the  Journal  provide  much  data,  and  will  continue  to  supply  the  desired 
information.

We  had  her  transported  on  a  stretcher  to  a  hospital  in  Switzer¬ 
land  and  paid  for  her  maintenance  until  she  was  cured,  met  her  brilliant  young  prince 
charming,  married  and  lived  happily  ever  after.
